Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant's 
amendments and comments, received August 5, 2004, are deemed to place the 
application in condition for allowance. In particular, applicant has amended 
independent claim 1 to recite a pressure sensor positioned in proximity to the 
implantable member to measure pressure at which the implantable member is applied 
to the target (i.e. brain) tissue. While the examiner maintains that the previously cited 
references, disclosed for use in cardiac or arterial procedures, would inherently be 
capable of being used to treat brain tissue, there is no suggestion in the prior art for 
providing a pressure sensor effective to measure the pressure at which the implantable 
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member is applied to the brain tissue. Rather, the balloon devices of the cited prior art 
include pressure sensors which monitor the pressure within the balloon, which may be 
related to the pressure at which the balloon contacts tissue but is not a specific 
measurement of the pressure at which the balloon Is being applied to tissue.
